There are many situations in which 


the farmer Ends himself, where it 
would be greatly to his benefit if he 
could act at onco, and wisely. As the 
owner of stock, especially, is His sa- 
gacity and self-poflsession liable to'be 
severely tried, in the various emergen- 
cies which may arise among his own 
herds, and those of his neighbors. How 
is he to acquire this necessary informa- 
tion, and prepare himself to meet these 
unexpected 
occurrences? 
Perhaps 


he may have had the opportunity of 
witnessing the actions of others in sim- 
ilar circumstances, and If he is a man 
of observation, he has stored away the 
information thus acquired, and will 
bring it out whenever the occasion pre- 
sents itself. Possibly his own dearly 
bought experience may have prepared 
him for prompt decision in these mat- 
ters. If he is a niau of fair education, 
he has profiled by the perusal ot ntany 
excellent papers on veterinary''sub- 
jects which are offered In our best agri- 
cultural journals. Of course it is to 
the press that the great body of bur 
farmers must look lor this desired in- 
formation, but how happy would It be 
for them if they could' fenjriy' the fid- 
vantages of instruction in agricultural 
zoolbgy. It is lamentable that njore 
stress is not laid upon the necessity of 
diffusing this knowledge by our agrl- 
oulturafcolleges, not ojsly among (heir 
Owi? students, but also the farmers in 
their vicinity. To the young men, who 
intend to become large stoek raisers, 
or to have extensive dairies, and even 
to those who are already established, a 
course of lectures upon the anatomy 
and functions of the digestive, gener- 
ative,

etc., and especJally of the horse's foot, 
would be most Admirable and accept- 
able, especially,if ,|v(th thU knowledge 
was ccmbiaed.i)iftcposj illustration, of 
how to act unlder. various circumstan- 
ces and in emergencies.

Then again, such, leatnjcea.^ahbuld in- 
form the hearers, as td.the. jioiion and 
the proper administration of- medicines 
upon the domestic animals—a knowl- 
edge of great importanae». which very 
few possess. We little think of the 
amount of ignorance which prevails on 
this one point, and bow much useless 
pain is thereby caused. Under ibe 
diffusion of correct knowledge, A rafit 
army of cruel and injurious, supersti- 
tions would be put to flight, , £ewejt 
hapless cows would lose tjieir .Caudal 
oxtremitios under the plea that some 
visionary malady would thereby be re- 
moved. Important appendages to the 
salivary secretions, or the organ, of 
sight, would not be barbarously .cnt 
away as parasites. 
Noxious ingred- 


ients would no longer be rubbed on 
the noses and between the horns of 
milch cows, to prevent the garget, nor 
would highly oaustio and stimulating 
substances be introduced into fresh 
wounds. The farmer would also be 
better 
prepared 
to defend himself 


against the host of Ignorant charlatans, 
,who como down upon him with their 
iuselesa nostrums, warranted to cure 
every malady which has appeared or 
may come among .his animals. 
Until 


1-he happy time arrives, when educv 
tion shall take tho place of ignorance, 
the intelligent 
farmer must depend 


upon such resources as he has at hand in 
the hour of need, being careful to err 
only on the side ol moderation.— 
American Agriculturist.

"CREOLE." 


How the Term Originated—Who ATI the 


Beat Creole*. 


Creole is not used by Americans nn- 


leas referring to people of Spanish or 
French descent. The Americans in 
Louisiana outnumber those of French 
descent, ajid the native Americana at 
the State never call themselves Creoles. 
The word Creole Is ol Spanish prtelji, 
and was used during the old 'SpaBiah 
colonial rule in Spanish An»eriOft» ft^d 
as this city of New Orleans was tot * 
long period under Spanish dominion it 
was but natural that the, French and 
their descendants born, here, who com- 
prised a considerable portion, of ,the 
population, should adopt the::tarra. To 
qonclude, I .will copy a portion;: .of the 
"History of Mexico and•TexMv1'<br,the 
Hob.

bf old Spain, settled in Ameslpavwere 
Denominated ohapetoaes, or gaoliu- 
penes; .they claimed the first rank and 
engrossed most of the places of power 
and profit, merely on account of their 
birth; the descendants of European 
Spaniards in the colonies were called 
Creoles, and although they enjoyed 
the same civil rights as the natives of 
old Spain, they .were treated as a dis- 
tinct and subordinate class, and en- 
tirely excluded from all situations of 
any Importance. Of tha mixtures, the 
rhestizos are the descendants of a white 
and an Indian; the descendants of an 
Indian and a negro are called zembes, 
and these castes produce other mix- 
tures of different shades of color and 
degrees of blood too various to be 
divided into distinct classes.—#. 0.

Tbuse two, and John Hall, living 
In Coles county, aro the only living member* 
of tba Lincoln family, of tbe old stools.

wa< Uncle John who mado tbe rounds with Mr. 
Lincoln In I860 as a veritable assistant rall- 
cpllttor. A picture taken of tooth tbe venera- 
ble Hanks and the losr cabin, the home of Lin 
coin, as It appeared on the Sangamon river 
bottom, may be sein at the Danville publio 
library, presented by some citizen of thla city, 
and Is of much Interest to all who venerate 
the mumory of the martyr president.

Declared Constitutional. 


At the iHSt cession of the legislature a 


law wna poasrd providing for the forming 
of drainage districts and the appointment 
of drainage commissioners for the pur- 
pose of draining low lands, slonghB,pondB, 
etc, the cost of which was to be assessed 
against the lands benefited in proportion 
to the benefits thus afforded. 
A few- 


farmers who were assessed for benefits 
objected to the improvements, and tungbt 
the law upon the ground that it was un- 
constitutional, and carried the case to the 
supreme court. That tribunal bas just 
decided that the drainage law is constitu- 
tional, end therefore parties assessed for 
benefits derived from drainage must pay 
their assessments, which stand againbt 
the lands.
